Will  rot 
some  if  planted  in  rich  land;  plant  them  in  hilly  land. 

Indian — Very  large  and  red  to  the  seed;  clingstone. 

Heath  Cling — White  cling  ripens  last  of  August,  Fine  for  canning. 

Crawford’s  Early — Ripens  two  weeks  before  the  Elberta 

Crawford’s  Late — This  is  a very  tine  yellow  free  stone  peach.  A 
better  flavor  than  the  Elberta,  but  not  quite  so  large.  Ripens  in 
August 

Sunrise  Cling— This  is  a white  clingstone  and  is  a better  peach  than 
the  Hearh  Cling.  Ripens  in  September.  1*  ine  for  sweet  pickle 

Krummels  October — One  of  the  very  latest  and  finest  Peaches 

Mitchell —One  of  the  finest  yellow  Peaches  grown,  about  10  days 
later  than  Elberta,  clingstone.
